ACCUSE STOCKHOLDERS 

‘Man Who Bought’ Up Claims 

Asserts That Stock Wasn’t 
Paid For. 
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Declaring that David R. Francis, 
James Campbell, - Judge Henry Priest 
and other stockholders of the St. Louis 
Transit Co., owe that corporation more 
than $10,000,000 as the result of the sale 
of the company’s common stock in 1899, 
J. Brooks.Johnson applied to the Circuit 
Court Monday for the appointment of 
a receiver for the company. 

The Transit corporation was absorbed 
by the United Railways Co. three years 
ago. 

Johnson holds claims amounting to 
$30,000 against the Transit company. He 
fralleges in his petition that the defend- 
ants, Brown Bros. of New York, David 
R. Frantis, Henry S. Priest, Murray 
Carleton, W. F. Boyce, A. D. Brown, 
Charlies D. McClure ‘and 1000 other 
stockholders unknown to the_petition- 
er,’ received large amounts of Transit 
company common stock, for which they 
agreed to pay $26 a share. 

The payments, according to Johnson, 
were to be made on the basis of $11 in 
cash and one share of the common stock 
of the United Railways Co., then re- 
puted to be worth $15 a share. 

Wants Received to Get Money. 

Of the total amount of stock thus sub- 
scribed for, Johnson avers, Brown Bros., 
a New York brokerage firm, owe the 
Transit treasury $7,400,000; James Camp- 
bell and Murray Carleton, $350,000 each; 
W. F. Boyle, Henry 8S. Priest and 
Charles D. McClure, $370,000. each, and 
D, R. Francis the sum of $1,100,000. 

Johnson asks that the receiver be re- 
quired to collect all of these amounts:

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Johnson’s petition sets forth that the 
Transit Co. was organized in 1898 with 
a paid up capital of. only $3000, and that 
igter in the samé year this was increased 
to $20,000. 

Fermer Suit Failed. 

Through his attorney, John A. Gilliam, 
Johnson has been fighting the Transit- 
United Railways absorption deal in the 
courts for several years. - 

When the United Railways Co. took 
over the Transit company’s assets fol- 
lowing the announcement that the Tran- 
sit company had defaulted in its fixed 
obligations to the United Railways Co., 
Johnson bought up a number of claims 
\held by various persons against the 
Transit company. 

Louis Cella, C. A. Tillés and Samuel 
W. Adler were defeated in a suit simi- 
lar to the present one in the United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals. 

The Cella-Tilles-Adler interests were 
large owners of Transit common stock.

Suntay afternoon he called Hagedorn 
to him. 

‘I want you to take me to the Alex- 
ian Brothers’ Hospital,” he said. ‘‘My 
head feels queer and I must have treat- 
ment for my nerves.” 

At the hospital he was assigned to a 
private room on the fourth floor. 
Brother Theobald took him his supper 
at 6 p. m He seemeti cheerful and 
chatted with the brother. 

Apparently he was in the same good

SHALL CONGRESS ABDICATE? 
From today’s New York World. 

Congress cannot surrender te Mr. Roosevelt on the 
issue of the Perkins resolution without suffering an 
irreparable loss in dignity, prestige and honor. 

If it yields to the President’s threats of exposure 
the country will be compelled to believe that Mr. 
Roosevelt spoke truthfully when he said that the re- 
striction of the secret service ‘‘operates only to the 
aiivantage of the criminal’ and that this restriction 
was adopted because ‘‘congressmen did not them- 
selves wish to be investigated.’’ The civilized world 
will be justified-in assuming that the senators and 
representatives are venal and that democratic insti- 
tutions in. America are crumbling under the weight 
of their own corruption. 

Mr. Roosevelt has not assailed the integrity of cer- 
tain individual congressmen; he has asailed the in- 
tegrity of the Congress of the United States—of an 
entire independent, co-ordinate branch of the Nation- 
al Government. 

Even if the members of Congress as individuals 
were willing to swallow the insult, the dignity and 
honor and influence of the whole legislative author!- 
ty is at stake. The members of the House are the 
direct representatives of the people. The senators 
are the constitutional rpresentatives of the 4 states. 
To permit a President to impeach the honesty of the 
entire Congress is a staggering blow. to the nation 
itself. 

Every European court, every king, every kaiser, ev- 
ery monarch, could in, all fairness; point to Mr. 
Roosevelt's werds as proof that democratic insti- 
tutions are a degraded ferm of government. 

For years Mr. Roosevelt has maintained a reign of 
terror. Individuals who @ispleased him have been 
branded as liars and malefactors‘ and creatures of 
the gutter. Judges who failed to decide according to 
his wishes have been officially denounced in his 
speeches and in his messages to Congress. Now that 
Congress has {nterfered with his Russian spy system 
he assails the honesty of the entire lawmaking power 
and dares it to call him to account.

ROBABLY the most generous peo- 
a ple in the world are the very poor, 
who assume each other’s burdens 
in the crises which come so often to the 
hard pressed. The mother in the tene- 
ment falis ill and the neighbor in the 
next room assumes her burdens. The fa- 
ther loses his work, and neighbors sup- 
ply food to his children from their 
Own scanty store How often one 
hears of cases where the orphans are 
taken over and brought up by the poor 
friend whose benefaction means great 
additional hardship! This sort of genu- 
ine service makes the most princely 
gift from superabundance look insig- 
nificant indeed. The Jews have had 
for centuries a precept that one-tenth 
of a man’s possessions must be de- 
voted to good works, but even this 
measure of giving ts but a rough yard- 
stick to go by. To give a tenth of 
one’s income is well-nigh an impossi- 
bility to some, while to others it means 
a miserable pittance. If the spirit is 
there, the matter of proportion is soon 
lost sight of. It is only the spirit of 
giving that counts, and the very poor 
give without any self-consciousness. But 
I fear that I am dealing with general- 
ities again. 


The education of children in my ear- 
ly days may have been straightiaced, 
yet I have always been thankful that 
the custom was quite general to teach 
young people to give systematically of 
money that they themselves had’ earned. 
It is a good thing to lead children to 
realize early the importance of their 
obligations to others, but, I confess, 
it is increasingly difficult; for what 
were luxuries then haye become com- 
monplaces now. It should be a greater 
pleasure and satisfaction to give money 
for a good cause than to earn it, 
and I have always indulged the hope 
that during my life I should be able 
to help establish efficiency in giving 
so that wealth may be of greater use 
to the present and future generations. 

Perhaps just here lies the difference 
between the gifts of money and of 
service. The poor meet promptly the 
misfortunes which confront the home 
circle and household of the neighbor. 
The giver of money, if his contribution 
is to be valuable, must add service in 
the way of study, and he must help 
to attack and improve underlying con- 
ditions. Not being so pressed by the 
racking necessities, it is he that should 
be better able to attack the subject 
from a more scientific standpoint; but 
the final analysis is the same; his 
money is a feeble offering without the 
study. behind it which will. make its 
expenditure effective. 


Great hospitals conducted by noble 
and unselfish men and wemen are do- 
ing wonderfal work; Dut no less impor- 
tant: are the achievements in research 
that reveal hitherto unknown facts 
about diseases and provide the remedies 
by which many of them can be relieved 
or‘even stamped out. 

To help the sick and distressed ap- 
peals to the kind-hearted always, but to 
help the investigator who is striving 
successfully to attack the causes which 
bring about sickness and distregs does 
not so strongly attract the giver of 
money. The first appeals to the sentt- 
ments overpoweringly, but the second 
has the head to deal with. Yet I am 
sure we are making wonderful advances 
in this field of scientific giving. An! |

to be associated. 

There has been a good deal of criti- 
cism, no doubt sincere, of experiments 
on living dumb animals, and the per- 
son who stands for the defenseless ani- 
mal has such an overwhelming appeal 
to the emotions that .« is perhaps use- 
less to allude to the other side of the 
controversy. Dr. Simon Flexner of the 
Institute for Medical Research has had 
to face exaggerated and even sensation- 
al reports, which have no basis of truth 
whatever. But consider for a moment 
what has been accomplished recently 
under the direction of Dr. Flexner in 
discovering a remedy for cerebro-spinal 
meningitis. It is true that in discover- 
ing this cure the lives of perhaps 15 
animals were sacrificed, as I learn, 
most of them monkeys; but for each one 
of these animals which lost its Hfe, 
already scores of human lives have 
been saved. lLarge-hearted men like 
Dr. Flexner and his associates do not 
permit unnecessary pain to defenseless 
animals. 

I have been deeply interested in the 
story of a desperate experiment to save 
a child’s life, told in a letter written 
by one of my associates soon after the 
event described; and it seems an ap- 
propriate one to repeat in the season 
of rejoicing. I am therefore copying it 
here. , Dr. Alexis Carrel has been as- 
socia with Dr. Piexner and his work 
and his wonderful skill has been the 
result of his experiments and experi- 
ences. 

A Wonderful Surgical Operation. 

“Dr. Alexis Carrel, one of the Insti- 
tute’s staff has been making some in- 
teresting studies in experimental sur- 
gery and has successfully transplanted 
organs from one animal to another, and 
blood vessels from one species to an- 
other. He had the opportunity recently 
of applying the skill thus acquired to 
the saving of a humon life under cir- 
cumstances whith attracted great in- 
terest among the medical fraternity of 
this city. One of the best-known of 
the younger surgeons in New York hed 
a child born early last March, which 
developed a disease in which the blood, 
for some reason, exudes from the blood 
vessels into the tissues of the body and 
ordinarfly the child dies of this internal 
hemorrhage. When this child was five 
days old it was evident that it was 
dying. The father and his brother, who 
is one of the most distinguished men in 
the profession, and one or two other 
doctors were In consultation with ref- 
erence to it, but considered the case 
entirely hopeless. 

“It so happened that the father had 
been impressed with the work which 
Dr. Carrel had — doing at the In-

“It was then the middle of the night. 
But Dr. Carrel was called on, and when 
the situation was explained to him and 
it was made clear that the child would 
died anyhow, he readily consented to 

pt the operation, although express- 
ea very slight hope of its successful 
outcome. 

“The father offered himself as the 
person whose blood should be furnished 
to the child. It was impossible to give 
anesthetics to either of them. In a 
child of that age there is only one vein 
large enough to be used and that fs 
in the back of the leg and deep-seated. 
A prominent surgeon who was present 
exposed this vein. He said afterward 
that there was no sign of life in the 
child, and expressed the belief that 
the child had been, to all inténts and 
purposes, dead for 10 minutes. In view 
of this condition he raised the question 
whether it was worth while to proceed 
further with the attempt. The father, 
however, insisted upon going on, and 
the surgeon then exposed the radial ar- 
tery in the surgeon’s wrist and was 
obliged to dissect it back about six 
inches, in order to pull it out f 
enough to make the connection with th 
child’s vein. 

“This part of the work the surgeon 
who did it afterward described as the 
‘blacksmith part of the job.’ He said 
that the child’s vein was about the size 
of a match and the consistency of wet 
cigarette paper and it seemed utterly 
impossible for anyone to successfully 
unite these two vessels. Dr. Carre 
however, accomplished this feat. And 
then occurred what the doctors who 
were pregent described as one of the 
most d atic inéidents in the history 
of surgery. The blood from the father's 
artery was released and began to flow 
into the child’s body, amounting to 
about a pint. The first sign of life was 
a little pink tinge at the top of oe 
of the ears, then the lips, which had 
become perfectly blue, began to change 
to red, and then suddenly, as though 
the child had been taken from a hot 
mustard bath, a pink glow broke. out 
all over its body and it began to cry 
lustily. After about eight minutes the 
two were separated. The child at that 
time was crying for food. It was fed, 
and from that moment began to eat and 
sleep | larly, and made a complete 
recovery. 

“The father appeared before a legisila- 
tive committee at Albany, in opposition 
to certain bills which were pending at 
the last session to restrict animal ex- 
perimentation and told this incident, 
and said at the close that when he saw 
Dr. Carrel’s experiments he had no idea 
that: they would 80 soon be available 
for saving human life; muéh less did 
he imagine that the life to be saved 
would be that of _ his own child.”’
